conomists weren’t the only ones 
blindsided by the recession. So were the 
makers of The Company Men, a drama 
about downsized executives. It turns out 
the film is far more topical than they ever 
intended — or wanted — it to be. 

In fact, Ben Affleck, who stars as a 
Porsche-driving top dog who loses his job, 
was researching the role in the summer of 
2008, months before the global economy 
seized up. “Then it erupted into the recession,” remembers the 
38-year-old actor during an interview at the Sundance Film Festival, 
where the film had its premiere earlier this year. “And there was 
a huge amount of research available to be done, a lot of people 
unfortunately dealing with this stuff.... It’s so pervasive it wasn’t 
hard to get a handle on.” 

Co-starring with Affleck are veterans Tommy Lee Jones and 
Chris Cooper, while Kevin Costner plays Affleck’s brother-in-law who 
gives him a carpentry job, work that’s far removed from his white- 
collar experience. The subject material, of course, circles the same 
terrain as 2009’s Up in the Air, which starred George Clooney as a 
downsizing guru and seemed similarly prescient even though it was 
conceived during boom times. But while that dark comedy saw work- 
place firings through the eyes of the executioner, The Company Men 
deals with the impact on the newly jobless and their families. 

“The word ‘timely’ keeps coming up,” says Rosemarie DeWitt, 
who plays Affleck’s wife. 

John Wells, a television veteran best known for CONTINUED

>» producing the medical drama ER, wrote 
the script prior to the financial crisis, in- 
spired instead by the dot-com bust of 2000. 
“Tt meant something when he wrote it and 
started to mean more and more,” says 
Affleck. “Sometimes movies become irrele- 
vant, weirdly, and just don’t jive, but this one 
tragically became more and more relevant.” 

But how close to reality is too close for 
audiences? 

“There’s some concern it’s too relevant 
and people won't want to deal with it,” 
admits Affleck. “But I think John’s a really 
good writer and he understands it’s not just 
about people losing their jobs. He found 
something redemptive and resonant and 
beautiful in the fact they lose their homes 
and trappings and material stuff, but kind 
of re-examine themselves as people. They 
re-examine their marriage and reconnect 
with their kids and have to figure out who 
are they without all the stuff we chase and 
worry about — the cars and all the bullsh-t — 
and discover their humanity. That’s hope- 
ful and beautiful and powerful. It isn’t, 
oddly, a downer.” 

And he believes anyone — blue collar 
or white collar, small business owner or 
Wall Street shark — can identify with the 
characters and the situations they confront. 
Really, who feels completely secure about 
their occupational future? 

“Tt connects no matter the social strata,” 
says Affleck. “The fear it might happen to 
them affects a lot of people and they may 
be moved by the idea of what would that 
mean for me? What would it mean for me as 
a person? How would I reconfigure myself? 
If the movie fails, it won’t be because people 
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don’t identify with what it’s like to be an 
executive. It’ll be because we didn’t do our 
job in executing the movie to connect with 
human beings.” 

Affleck realizes he’s no working stiff. A 
wealthy, famous actor and filmmaker, he 
has what most people consider a dream 
job. But that doesn’t mean he’s never had 
to re-examine — even restructure — his own 
career. Consider the decade that followed 
his 1998 Oscar win for Good Will Hunting, 
which he co-wrote with his childhood pal 
Matt Damon. While Damon has spent most 
of the time since on the A-list, thanks largely 
to an amnesiac assassin named Jason Bourne, 
Affleck wasn’t so fortunate. Or savvy. 

Although such big-budget Hollywood 
outings as Pearl Harbor, Armageddon and 
Daredevil were hits, they were critically 
reviled. Worse, they were followed by a 
succession of commercial bombs — some 
of which barely received a proper release. 
Surviving Christmas, Man About Town, 
Jersey Girl, Paycheck and the infamously 
maligned Gigli among them. The latter, of 
course, introduced the world to “Bennifer,” 
the co-mingled moniker attached to Affleck 
and then-girlfriend Jennifer Lopez. Unlike 
Damon, whose personal life never drifted 
into public spectacle, Affleck and Lopez’s 
relationship appeared to eclipse, even define, 
their professional identities. 

By 2008, Affleck’s own prospects — at 
least as a Hollywood leading man — seemed 
questionable. So he did what few actors do 
successfully, he stepped behind the camera. 

The result, the thriller Gone Baby Gone, 
may not have set any box-office benchmarks, 
but it did signal Affleck’s re-emergence. And

it was successful enough for Affleck — who 
now has two children with his wife, fellow 
actor Jennifer Garner — to mount a second 
directorial effort: The Town, in which he 
co-starred with Blake Lively, Rebecca Hall 
and Jon Hamm. The crime drama unspooled 
at last month’s Toronto International Film 
Festival ahead ofits release. 

The Company Men will presumably con- 
tinue Affleck’s current upward trajectory 
and stave off any more prolonged periods of 
no — or less than satisfying — work. Though 
Affleck realizes there’s a clear distinction 
between himself and the ranks of the laid 
off. “My life, fortunately, is kind of separate 
from this reality,” he says. 

Not that unemployment is ever far from 
an actor’s thoughts. Just ask Jones and 
Cooper about the job security that comes 
with the profession. “Don’t have any, never 
have had any,” Jones says. “If you [have] any 
need for job security or emotional security 
or any kind of security, don’t be an actor.” 

Adds Cooper, “And you learn really early 
on, as every damn actor does...is that you 
better get used to rejection. Don’t get too 
affected by it because it’s going to happen 
again and again.”

ho isn’t on Facebook? 

Maybe your great grandmother. A couple of Siberian nomads. Oh, 
and until about a year ago, Jesse Eisenberg. The young actor had no 
interest in the web’s most popular people-connecting site until he 
was tapped to play its creator, Mark Zuckerberg, in David Fincher’s 
hotly anticipated movie The Social Network. 

“No, I wasn’t on Facebook,” admits the thoughtful, 26-year-old 
Eisenberg during a recent interview in Santa Monica. “But once I 
completed all of the interviews for this movie, I [signed up] for my 
own research purposes. I mean, Iam kind of an internet guy. Just not 
that website; I don’t need to be in touch all day long.” 

If the movie is anything like the book on which it’s based, 
Facebook may seem even less attractive to Eisenberg now than it 
was before. Ben Mezrich’s nonfiction bestseller The Accidental 
Billionaires: The Founding of Facebook, A Tale of Sex, Money, Genius, 
and Betrayal paints Zuckerberg as an emotionally unreadable geek 
whose apparent disinterest in money masked a ruthless dedication 
to his website above all. Admittedly taken from the point-of-view of 
disgruntled Facebook co-founder Eduardo Saverin, Mezrich’s book 
paints the young computer genius as a sneak at best and, in all prob- 
ability, an idea thief, glory hog, liar and casual betrayer of friend, foe 
and business partner alike. 

Fincher and screenwriter Aaron Sorkin have pitched the movie 
from multiple perspectives, including Zuckerberg’s (who, nonethe- 
less, had no input on the production and has expressed displeasure 
with its very existence). Still, The Social Network’s teaser poster has 
big white letters proclaiming YOU DON’T GET TO 500 MILLION 
FRIENDS WITHOUT MAKING A FEW ENEMIES over a photo of 
Eisenberg with a particularly sociopathic look on his face. 

For his part, Eisenberg has said playing such a totally insensitive 
person was a delightful change from his usual gallery of sometimes 
prickly but fundamentally likable dweebs in films like Roger Dodger, 
The Squid and the Whale, The Hunting Party, Solitary Man, 
Adventureland and Zombieland. 

Raised in New York and New Jersey, Eisenberg is indeed often 
thought of as a kind of indie film Michael Cera (whom he reportedly 
beat out for the Zuckerberg part), maybe not quite as funny but with 
stronger dramatic chops. 

“T’m not insulted by that comparison, people have said that to me 
before,’ acknowledges the unfailingly polite actor. “I like movies 
where the characters feel like they’re leading the story, not shoe- 
horned into it. I like stories that happen because of the people, 
not the other way around. That’s kind of an esoteric distinction, but 
it’s a key one.” 

The Facebook story is eminently personality-driven. Zuckerberg 
and Saverin (played by the actor who recently nabbed the coveted 
Spider-Man role, Andrew Garfield) met at Harvard in the fall of 2003. 
Socially inept and perpetually horny — the parties =CONTINUED

» at their secular Jewish fraternity were pitifully 
light on female guests — the guys bonded over a 
mutual desire to score dates. 

Saverin’s status was greatly improved when 
he was rushed by a “final club,” one of the old- 
boy organizations at the Ivy League school. 
Its members were impressed by the quick 
$300,000 the Brazilian kid made in oil futures. 
Meanwhile, coding whiz Zuckerberg made an 
ass of — but also a name for — himself by hack- 
ing into the university’s database and posting 
photos of co-eds on a site that invited students to 
rate their relative hotness...and compared some 
to farm animals. 

This caught the attention of strapping twin 
scull oarsmen Cameron and Tyler Winklevoss, 
who invited Zuckerberg to finish programming 
the campus dating site they’d been develop- 
ing. Perhaps inspired by their nascent concept, 
Zuckerberg stonewalled the Winklevoss brothers 
while he furiously put together what would be- 
come Facebookwith Saverin’s financial backing. 
It launched on February 4, 2004, as an exclusive 
interactive social network for Harvard students, 
not as blatant a hook-up site as Friendster nor as 
childishly narcissistic as MySpace, with cooler 
features than both. 

It was an immediate success, and within 
months had gone viral, expanding to dozens 
of other elite campuses. That summer, while 
Saverin beat the New York City pavement to find 
advertisers that could make the hot commodity 
actual money, Zuckerberg and some computer 
science cronies headed for Silicon Valley to 
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build and expand the site — and network in the 
heart of America’s digital industry. 

There, they came under the influence of one 
Sean Parker. Portrayed by Justin Timberlake in 
the film, Parker was a charismatic, hard-partying 
entrepreneur who'd been squeezed out of two 
iconic internet operations, Napster and Plaxo. 
Within months, Parker had gotten Zuckerberg 
substantial venture capital backing and laid by 
a Victoria’s Secret model, Facebook had regis- 
tered millions of Friends and was preparing to 
open its once-exclusive membership to the wider 
world...and Saverin was essentially banished 
from the phenomenon his money had started. 

Lawsuits ensued. Facebook now has more 
than 500 million users. Zuckerberg, still just 26, 
has been called history’s youngest self-made 
billionaire. 

However you or the film choose to judge 
him, though, one thing is certain: Zuckerberg’s 
story shows what happens when talent, the 
right approach and charting one’s own path all 
come together. 

Eisenberg can, at least, relate to that. 

“Tt’s mostly a matter of luck,” the actor says of 
his filmography’s impressive quality. “The same 
day I auditioned for this Facebook movie with 
a 180-page script by Aaron Sorkin, I also audi- 
tioned for something really crappy. At the same 
time, though, the movies I’ve gotten to do that 
are good, I’ve really wanted to do.”

The New York Times has called him the most : because it’s so convenient in many ways. It’s 


accomplished classical actor in North America. He’s been compared to 
acting legends Sir Laurence Olivier and Sir John Gielgud. Michael Caine 
said his Hamlet was one the best he’s ever seen. He has made more than 
100 movies. And, until last year, he may very well have been the finest 
actor of his generation never to receive an Academy Award nomination. 
His portrayal of Leo Tolstoy in The Last Station finally earned him the nod. 

All this, and he’s Canadian. Born in Toronto in 1929, and raised in Quebec, 
Plummer’s great-grandfather was Sir John Abbott, our third Prime Minister. 
In 2008, Plummer published his autobiography In Spite of Myself, but he’s 
far from done. His performance in The Tempest at this year’s Stratford 
Shakespeare Festival earned raves; The New York Times’ Charles Isherwood 
wrote, “The real magic — and the most beautiful music — resides in the 
voice of the great actor Christopher Plummer.” 

Shakespeare’s drama follows the magician Prospero (Plummer), the 
rightful Duke of Milan, and his daughter Miranda (Trish Lindstr6m) to a 
desolate island after they are set adrift in the sea by his scheming brother, 
Antonio (John Vickery). Now audiences across Canada can experience 
the magic as Stratford’s The Tempest hits the big screen on November 
6th, 10th and 14th. Check Cineplex.com for locations and to buy tickets. 

We sat down with Plummer in Stratford to chat about the play and his

that babyfaced kid from Good Will Hunting any- 
more. He hasn't been one of Hollywood’s most 
eligible bachelors for half a decade. And, believe it 
or not, on October 8th Matt Damon turns 40. 

While there’s little doubt the Cambridge, Mass., 
native will weather the aging process well (a mix 
of Swedish, Finnish, Scottish and English genes 
baked up that square jaw that should stand up 
well to gravity), hitting the 40-mark tends to inspire 
some soul-searching. Those “Where am I going?,” 
“Am I where I want to be?” questions that were 
mere dots on the horizon at 30 are right there, 
shaking you by the shoulders, at 40. Even when 
you're a movie star. Maybe more so, since your 
bread-and-butter — your beautiful face — insists 
on changing without permission. 

So how will Damon respond? For one thing, he 
plans to rely less on that face and follow his best 
bud Ben Affleck into directing. It seems like a 
natural next step for aman who already has some 
filmmaking cred thanks to a Best Screenplay 
Oscar (for Good Will Hunting) and a successful 
producing career (Project Greenlight). 

“I’m dying to do it,” Damon told Collider.com. 
“I’m really excited about it. But I keep getting 
these jobs with these directors, and I don’t feel 
like I’m putting off my directing career by going 
to work with the Coen Brothers. On the contrary, I 
feel like I’m going to learn so much watching them 
that I guess [1] put off directing for another year 
and watch these guys do it.” 

That Coen Brothers film is a remake of True Grit, 
which comes out December 22nd, and is one of 
three eclectic films Damon has hitting theatres in 
the next six months. Damon plays Texas Ranger 
La Boeuf, the part played by Glen Campbell in the 
1969 film. Jeff Bridges — a man who knows how 
to age well — steps into John Wayne’s shoes as 
Marshal Reuben J. “Rooster” Cogburn. 

Damon’s also taking directing lessons from, 
arguably, the world’s most successful actor- 
turned-director, Clint Eastwood. Dirty Harry was 
behind the camera for Damon’s Oscar-nominated 
turn in last year’s Invictus, and is again for this 


month’s Hereafter, a supernatural drama that 
twists together three storylines. Damon plays a 
lonely American who can communicate with the 
dead, but ignores his gift because it takes too deep 
an emotional toll. Meanwhile, a French woman 
(Cécile De France) has a near-death experience 
during a catastrophic world event then tries to 
figure out what it meant, and an English boy 
(Frankie McLaren) tries to reach his recently 
deceased twin brother in the afterlife. 

In less deft hands, Hereafter could be a middling 
thriller...oran M. Night Shyamalan movie. But the 
script was written by Peter Morgan, the British 
scribe behind such artfully constructed dramas as 
The Queen, Frost/Nixon and The Damned United. 

And, of course, it has Eastwood calling the 
shots. “It’s just very easy,’ Damon said of working 
with Eastwood during a press conference this past 
winter. Invictus was hitting theatres and Hereafter 
had already been shot. “He’ll come over occasion- 
ally and give a little bit of direction. But it’s not a 
lot of chatter. It’s just a suggestion. A little sugges- 
tion here, a little suggestion there, and anybody 
who doesn’t want to hear a swear word cover their 
ears for a second. Clint’s favourite saying is...“Well 
let’s move on and let’s not fu-k this up by thinking 
about it too much.” 

While Damon has a lot of love for Eastwood, he 
seems strangely lacking in the realm of romantic 
love. Not in real life, of course. After Hollywood 
romances with Minnie Driver, Claire Danes and 
Winona Ryder, Damon met Argentina-born bar- 
tender Luciana Bozan Barrosa while making 
Stuck on You in Miami. They married in December 
2005 and now have three+ kids — 12-year-old 
daughter Alexia from Barrosa’s previous relation- 
ship, four-year-old Isabella, two-year-old Gia, and 
one more that’s due, well, right about now. 

But as for movie love? For a guy who regularly 
shows up on Sexiest Man Alive and Most Beautiful 
People lists, Matt Damon seems strangely averse 
to on-screen cuddle time. Sure, some of his films 
have romantic subplots (Good Will Hunting, 
The Bourne Identity), but they're secondary.
